198  books,  plus  a  24  volume  1962  edition  of  Collier's 
Encyclopedia  were  added  to  the  library  collection  during- 
1966.  The  encyclopedia  was  the  gift  of  the  Davis  Library 
of  Phillips  Exeter  Academy.  94  gift  books  were  given  to 
the  library.  51  of  the  gift  books  were  children's  books 
given  by  the  children  of  the  late  Dr.  Walter  Goodale. 
104  books  were  purchased  for  the  library  from  the 
town  appropriation,  fine  money,  funds  from  second 
hand  book  sale  and  funds  donated  by  the  Friends  of 
the  Library. 

$100  in  a  grant-in-aid  from  the  State  Library  was 
received  for  the  purchase  of  reference  books  for  the 
library.  These  books  have  not  been  received  yet  but 
were  ordered  before  January  1,  1967. 

New  shelves  Were  built  in  the  adult  section  of  the 
reading  room  from  funds  left  to  the  Social  Library  by 
the  late  Ralph  B.  Fish.  The  new  shelves  match  the 
original  woodwork  in  the  library  and  not  only  create 
more  shelf  space  but  replace  an  unsightly  collection 
of  mismatched  shelves. 

Robert  Wadleigh,  Social  Library  Trustee,  sanded 
and  refinished  the  library  floor  in  October.  A  non- 
slippery  floor  finish  was  used  which  makes  the  library 
safer. 

The  re-wiring  of  the  library  was  completed  promptly 
following  the  town  appropriation  for  this  project  at 
the  1966  Town  Meeting. 
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The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  continued  to  assist 
the  librarian  and  to  work  to  improve  the  library  services. 
They  again  assisted  with  the  National  Library  Week 
activities  in  April.  An  open  house  was  held  and  a  con- 
test for  the  best  book  poster  or  book  illustration  among 
the  elementary  school  pupils  was  sponsored.  They  helped 
with  the  used  book  sale,  sponsored  a  Book  -  Author 
supper  and  gave  many  volunteer  hours  to  library  service. 

The  towns  people  contributed  to  a  trust  fund  in 
memory  of  the  late  Dr.  Walter  Goodale.  The  proceeds 
from  this  trust  fund  will  be  used  to  purchase  special 
books  or  special  services  not  otherwise  provided  for 
by  regular  library  funds.  A  memorial  service  and  dedi- 
cation of  a  memorial  plaque  in  Dr.  Goodale's  memory 
was  held  on  September  25th. 

As  a  participating  library  in  the  State  wide  Library  De- 
velopment Plan,  Kensington  meets  all  of  the  minimum 
requirements  for  towns  of  its  size  except  for  the  lack 
of  running  water  and  toilet  facilities.  Mrs.  Charles  H. 
Bickford  and  Mrs.  Walter  Greenwood,  public  library 
trustees,  represent  the  library  on  the  District  Advisory 
Council.  The  benefits  to  the  small  library  of  belonging 
to  the  State  Wide  Library  system  are  many  and  varied. 
The  bibrarian  wishes  to  thank  the  voters  of  the  town 
for  their  fine  support  of  the  library,  both  sets  of  trus- 
tees for  their  cooperation  and  efforts  for  the  library, 
the  Friends  of  the  Library  for  their  volunteer  help 
and  financial  contributions  and  the  many  people  who 
have  given  gift  books  to  the  library.

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RECORD  OF  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

March  5,  1966 

The  Annual  School  District  Meeting  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Moderator,  Horace  M.  Gourley,  at  7:33 
p.m.  on  March  5,  1966  at  the  town  hall.  The  warrant 
was  read  by  the  moderator.  Rev.  Robert  Curry  offered 
an  appropriate  prayer  which  was  followed  by  the 
salute  to  the  flag.  The  minutes  of  the  1965  meeting 
were  read  by  the  clerk,  Lucy  C.  Boldgett,  and  accepted 
as  read. 

ARTICLE  1:  To  determine  and  appoint  salaries 
of  the  School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the 
compensation  of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the 
School  District. 

Alfred  Felch  moved  that  salaries  remain  the  same 
as  last  year.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Doris  Swift. 

Walter  Greenwood  noted  that  the  proposed  School 
Budget  included  a  slight  increase  in  the  treasurer's 
salary  —  from  $80.00  to  $100.00  —  to  compensate 
for  extra  work.  Greenwood  offered  an  amendment  to 
the  motion  that  the  proposed  raise  for  the  school 
treasurer  from  $80.00  to  $100.00  be  allowed.  The 
amendment  was  seconded  by  Doris  Swift.  The  vote 
on  the  amendment  was  in  the  affirmative. 

The  motion  with  the  amendment  was  then  voted  on; 
"That  salaries  remain  the  same  as  last  year  with  the 
exception  of  a  raise  for  the  treasurer  from  $80.00  to 
$100.00.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Audi- 
tors, Committees,  or  Officers  heretofore  chosen  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Leslie  Briggs  reported  on  the  AREA  School  plan- 
ning committee  activities.   Members  from  Kensington 
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were  Leslie  Briggs,  Walter  Greenwood  and  Philip  Mc- 
Knight.  Greenwood  served  on  the  sub-committee  on 
tuition,  McKnight  on  the  sub-committee  on  curriculum 
and  Briggs  on  the  sub-committee  on  enrollment. 

A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  the  members 
of  the  AREA  School  Committee  for  their  work. 

Leslie  Briggs  moved  that  the  School  Board  be  em- 
powered to  select  the  Kensington  member  to  serve  on 
the  AREA  School  Advisory  Committee.  The  vote  was 
in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  choose  Agents  and/or  Commit- 
tees in  relation  to  any  subject  embraced  by  this  War- 
rant. 

On  the  motion  of  Doris  Swift  it  was  voted  to  pass 
over  Article  3. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Dis- 
trict will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  sup- 
port of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  School 
District  officials  and  agents  and  for  the  statutory  obli- 
gations of  the  District. 

Nora  Tuthill  moved  that  the  school  budget  be  ex- 
plained. The  motion  was  seconded  by  Alfred  Felch. 
It  was  so  voted. 

Leslie  Briggs  explained  that  the  school  budget  had 
been  divided  into  three  parts  and  that  each  member 
of  the  School  Board  had  studied  and  worked  on  his 
assigned  portion  of  the  budget.  Walter  Greenwood 
worked  on  Administration,  Dr.  Tuthill  on  Health  Ser- 
vices and  Leslie  Briggs  on  Transportation  and  Opera- 
tion of  School  Plant.  Each  member  then  explained  his 
assigned  portion  of  the  budget. 

The  tuition  figures  were  explained  as  being  $520 
per   Junior   High    pupil   with   an   estimated   23    to   25 
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pupils  and  |540  per  Senior  High  pupil  with  an  esti- 
mated 73  to  76  pupils. 

There  was  further  discussion  of  the  budget  with 
George  Collins,  Andrev/  Mertinooke,  John  Crowell, 
Richard  Drew  and  James  Rosencrantz  taking  part. 

Gordon  Swift  moved  that  the  sum  of  $114,731.24 
he  appropriated  for  the  support  of  schools  and  for 
payment  for  salaries  of  School  District  officials  and 
agents  and  for  statutory  obligations  of  the  District. 
The  m-otion  was  seconded  by  Nora  Tuthill.  The  vote 
was  in  the  affirmative. 

To  see  if  the  District  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  |1500.00  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a 
wall  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Elementary  School  in 
order  that  said  auditorium  may  be  converted  into  a 
permanent  classroom. 

T.  William  Thorndike  moved  that  Article  5  be 
adopted.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Clark  Jacobs. 

Josephine  Crowell  inquired  if  the  balance  in  the 
building  fund  might  be  applied  to  the  cost  of  the 
partition. 

Leslie  Briggs  explained  that  the  draperies  in  the 
activity  room  were  unsightly  through  fading  and 
staining  and  should  be  replaced  with  Venetian  blinds 
when  is  became  a  classroom.  It  was  planned  to  use 
the  small  balance  in  the  building  fund  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

Further  discussion  by  Dr.  Tuthill,  Walter  Trafton 
and  James  Rosencrantz. 

The  motion  was  brought  to  a  vote  and  was  in  the 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  transact  any  other  business  that 
may  legally  come  before  this  meeting.

It  was  moved  by  Josephine  Crowell  that  the  School 
telephone  number  be  listed  in  the  telephone  book.  Dis- 
cussion followed  by  Gustave  Lambert,  Elizabeth  Lam- 
bert, Harold  Bodwell,  Jr.,  Dr.  Tuthill,  Josephine 
Crowell,  Leslie  Briggs,  Milton  Fish  and  Doris  Swift. 

The  motion  was  brought  to  a  vote  and  was  defeated. 

Alfred  Felch  inquired  about  the  use  of  the  school 
play-grounds  for  recreation  use.  Further  discussion  by 
Gordon  Swift,  and  Clark  Jacobs.  The  acreage  of  the 
play-ground  was  given  at  less  than  four  acres. 

Clark  Jacobs  moved  and  Gordon  Swift  seconded  the 
motion  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned.  It  was  so  voted. 
The  Moderator  declared  the  meeting  adjourned  at  9 :00 
P.M.

I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  each  member  of  the 
Kensington  School  Board,  teachers,  supervisors,  mem- 
bers of  the  Parent  -  Teacher  Association  and  to  the 
citizens  for  their  continued  cooperation  and  support 
during  the  year.

Under  Title  II  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary 
Education  Act  of  1965,  the  Supervisory  Union  was 
allocated  about  $8,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  purchas- 
ing library  books  and  materials  and  audio-visual  ma- 
terials. The  emphasis  was  placed  on  library  and  class- 
room selections  of  books  and  film  strips  last  year.  The 
Kensington  School  received  its  share  of  these  materials 
and  as  a  result  a  school  library  has  been  started.  This 
year  more  library  books  will  be  purchased  with  Title 
II  funds  as  well  as  sets  of  maps  for  use  in  the  class- 
rooms. 

The  tuition  rates  for  1967-1968  as  approved  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education  and  announced  by  the 
Exeter  School  Board  are:

These  estimated  per  pupil  costs  compare  with  the 
state  average  per  pupil  costs  of  $589  for  high  school 
and  $518  for  junior  high  school  for  1966-1967  ex- 
clusive of  rental  charges. 

The  AREA  School  Plan  for  Brentwood,  East  King- 
ston, Exeter,  Kensington,  Newfields  and  Stratham  for 
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the  pupils  of  Grades  7-12  went  into  effect  on  July  1, 
1966.  The  first  meeting  of  the  AREA  Advisory  Com- 
mittee was  held  in  October  and  another  meeting  is 
scTieduled  for  February. 

The  AREA  Junior  High  School  was  voted  by  the 
Exeter  School  District  in  March,  1966,  and  construc- 
tion of  the  $1,425,000  building  was  started  the  last 
of  August.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the 
building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  September, 
1967. 

Mr,  Frederick  King,  Teacher  Consultant  for  Super- 
visory Union  No.  16,  explains  some  of  the  work  which 
he  is  doing  in  the  area  of  curriculum  as  follows : 

We  are  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  period  in  the 
teaching  of  social  studies.  The  sophisticated  ideas  and 
methods  of  the  social  scientist  are  deemed  accessible 
to  the  child  from  six  to  twelve  years  old  —  providing 
they  are  developed  in  words  and  situations  that  the 
child  is  able  to  handle  on  his  own. 

Last  year  a  workshop  for  teachers  was  held  in 
social  studies  education  and  an  in-service  course  from 
the  University  was  conducted  in  Exeter.  Since  then 
the  State  Department  of  Education  has  produced  a 
guide  called  "New  Viewpoints  in  Social  Studies  for 
New  Hampshire  Schools,  K  —  12". 

In  the  Union  this  fall  the  formal  study  of  our 
social  studies  program  was  begun.  A  curriculum  study 
committee  was  established  consisting  of  eight  mem- 
bers from  various  towns  in  the  Union  with  the  teacher 
consultant  as  chairman.  Each  of  the  committee  mem- 
bers in  addition  to  representing  our  towns  also  was 
chosen  so  that  each  grade  level  was  represented.  Each 
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member  then  acts  as  a  chairman  for  her  grade  level 
when  each  grade  holds  a  discussion. 

In  addition  to  this,  an  advisory  committee  consist- 
ing of  the  principals  of  each  school  in  the  Union,  the 
teacher  consultant  and  the  head  of  the  social  studies 
department  at  Exeter  High  School  will  work  closely 
with  the  general  committee  to  read,  review  and  evalu- 
ate the  material  and  progress. 

Curriculum  planning  is  a  many  step  process.  One 
does  not  change  a  school  program  without  a  complete 
study  of  the  existing  program  and  the  possibilities 
for  the  future.  The  present  general  committee  is  dis- 
cussing a  philosophy,  determining  objectives,  select- 
ing concepts  to  be  taught,  planning  learning  experi- 
ences, examining  grade  by  grade  content,  looking  at 
the  total  program  sequence,  selecting  appropriate  ma- 
terials, finding  ways  to  evaluate  the  program  once  it 
is  underway,  and  in  the  end  to  have  a  written  guide 
available  for  each  teacher  in  social  studies  teaching  for 
the  schools  of  School  Union  No.  16.  Each  of  these 
steps  deserves  lengthy  consideration  but  space  does 
not  permit  it. 

We  have  a  long  way  to  go,  and  many  hours  will 
be  spent  in  this  task.  We  must  search,  however,  for 
an  education  that  prepares  children  to  cope  with  a 
social  world  radically  different  from  the  one  that  exists 
at  present.  To  this  aim  each  teacher  joins  me  in  this 
important  curriculum  work.  We  are  attempting  each 
year  to  examine  a  different  curriculum  area  so  that 
we  never  remain  static.  Education  is  a  "changing 
scene"  and  as  our  society  changes  so  must  our  school 
program. 
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As  you  read  these  reports  on  the  past  school  year, 
please  remember  that  they  are  your  story  as  much 
as  they  are  ours.  Without  the  cooperation  of  parents 
and  the  community  as  a  whole  none  of  this  would 
have  been  possible.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Uftiion  No.  16  Class  has  the  state  maximum  number 
of  fifteen  students  —  nine  boys  and  six  girls  —  with 
a  waiting  list  from  all  grade  levels.  We  are  attempt- 
ing to  fulfill  the  needs  of  the  children  whose  require- 
ments and  lacks  vary.  The  range  this  year  is  wide, 
extending  from  those  who  have  no  reading  ability  to 
those  who  are  able  to  work  effectively  at  the  fifth 
and  sixth  grade  levels. 

Students,  in  many  instances,  are  integrated  in  the 
regular  grades  in  social  studies,  science,  music  and 
physical  education.  Many  of  these  boys  and  girls  will 
regain  regular  classroom  status  with  some  additional 
help.  Volunteers  would  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Field  trips  and  Boy  Scouts  again  enrich  our  pro- 
gram. Two  Emerson  School  students  are  giving  their 
Wednesday  afternoons  to  help  the  boys. 

The  ever-increasing  need  for  more  resource  classes 
and  the  wishes  of  parents  to  have  their  children  re- 
ceive help  and  tutoring  indicate  another  class  in  the 
near  future.

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SCHOOL  NURSE  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  School  Health  Service  is  designed  to  serve  the 
physical  and  emotional  needs  of  all  children  in  the 
school  system  —  collectively  and  individually;  and  to 
promote  an  awareness  among  parents  of  these  needs 
and  of  available  help  through  this  department.  The 
School  Nurse  offers  leadership  and  guidance  to  the 
development  and  maintenance  of  the  health  program. 

Our  Health  services  this  year  have  not  varied  great- 
ly from  those  offered  during  the  1965-1966  school 
session  as  outlined  in  the  previous  year's  report.  The 
vision  screening  program  was  broadened  by  the  in- 
clusion of  a  clinic  for  the  early  detection  of  "Lazy-eye", 
which  was  held  in  conjunction  with  our  pre-school 
clinic.  As  this  met  with  excellent  response  we  shall 
continue  to  include  it  as  a  part  of  our  Health  service 
for  pre-school  children. 

Classroom  Physical  Fitness  exercises  have  been  in- 
troduced and  carried  out  on  the  primary  and  inter- 
mediate levels  with  the  use  of  rhythm  records. 

The  response  by  mothers  in  the  community  to  re- 
quests for  workers  and  drivers  is  most  gratifying  and 
has  been  a  real  source  of  help  in  carrying  out  a  total 
health  program  despite  an  ever  increasing  enrollment. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the 
generous  help  of  individuals  and  organizations  during 
the  past  year.

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THE  SCHOOL  MUSIC  PROGRAM  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Participation  by  the  pupils  in  various  musical  ex- 
periences made  up  the  school  music  program  for  1966. 

These  experiences  included  ear-training,  rhythmic 
activities,  use  of  rhythm  band  instruments,  the  play- 
ing of  tonettes  and  the  auto-harp,  learning  the  funda- 
mentals of  music,  note-reading,  part  singing,  singing- 
games,  and  folk  and  square  dancing. 

In  addition  to  the  preceding  activities,  a  new  method, 
"Threshold  To  Music",  by  Mary  Helen  Richards  has 
been  introduced  into  the  school.  This  method  is  taught 
with  charts,  and  has  proved  to  be  very  stimulating 
to  the  pupils  and  teachers  alike. 

"Threshold  To  Music"  should  be  effective  in  build- 
ing a  wholesome  attitude  toward  music,  in  providing 
a  great  variety  of  valid  musical  experiences,  and  in 
developing  significant  reading  skills  in  music. 

A  "Musical  Trip  Around  the  United  States",  a  pro- 
gram written  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Lambert  for  a  music 
course  project,  was  presented  by  the  pupils  of  the  six 
grades  at  the  Memorial  Day  Program  held  at  the 
Town  Hall  on  May  30th. 

The  school  is  very  appreciative  of  a  gift  of  several 
albums  of  classical  music  records  given  to  the  school 
by  Mrs.  Marion  Holmstrom. 

While  the  school  baby  grand  piano  is  safely  placed 
in  the  Kensington  Congregational  Church,  through  the 
kindness  of  the  Reverend  Robert  Curry  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  Cabinet,  the  upright  piano,  be- 
longing to  the  church  and  temporarily  exchanged  for 
the  school  piano,  is  being  successfully  rolled  from 
room  to  room  as  needed. 
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Many  thanks  are  due  those  people  in  the  church 
responsible  for  making  it  possible  for  the  school  to 
keep  the  baby  grand  until  some  future  date  when 
more  space  will  be  available.

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THE  SCHOOL  ART  PROGRAM  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  art  lessons  for  all  grades  are  designed  to  give 
training  in  the  fundamental  principals  of  art  —  color, 
form,  line,  perspective,  anatomy,  pictorial  composi- 
tion, lettering,  design. 

Each  cass  in  grades  1  -  6  is  visited  once  a  week.  The 
periods  are  45-50  mins.  Most  lessons  are  completed  in 
one  period,  but  the  more  complicated  projects,  planned 
for  the  upper  grades,  take  longer  and  are  carried  for- 
ward over  several  weeks. 

Many  different  medias  are  used — crayons,  art  paper, 
tempora,  finger  paint,  clay,  papier-mache,  print  mak- 
ing. Each  lesson  is  designed  to  develop  a  creative  ap- 
proach and  to  give  training  in  the  use  of  some  one  of 
these  medias. 

The  children  seem  to  enjoy  their  art  lessons.  They 
work  with  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  and  frequently 
produce  interesting  and  original  things  that  are  truly 
creative.
